Additional Backup Information 
The Marbella Tract (approximately 114 acres) is located in southern Travis County east of IH 35 South approximately 
3,400 feet north of the intersection of IH 35 and Slaughter Lane.  This area is currently in the city’s extraterritorial 
jurisdiction (“ETJ”) and is adjacent to the city’s full purpose jurisdiction on the north and west sides.  In lieu of 
completing full-purpose annexation for the Marbella Tract at this time, City staff and the owners of the land have 
negotiated an agreement authorized by Sections 43.035 and 212.172 of the Texas Local Government Code that 
establishes development regulations for the property and provides that it will remain in the ETJ for a period of 1 year.  
Upon expiration of this period of time, the agreement provides that the City may annex the property in accordance 
with applicable law.
